I am opposed 
to the Injection of government Into 
business, but 1 do believe that It Is an 
essential function of democratic fov- 
ernment to equalize opportunity so 
far as it Is within Its power to do so, 
whether by the repeal of archaic 
statutes' or the enactment of modern 
ones. If the anti-trust laws keep the 
farmers from endeavoring scientifically 
to Integrate their Industry while other 
Industries find a way to meet modern 
conditions without violating such stat- 
utes, then It would seem reasonable, 
to find a way for the farmers to meek; 
them under the same conditions. The- 
law should operate equally In fact. Be- 
pairing the economic structure on one 
side is no injustice to the other side, 
which Is In good repair. 


We have traveled a long way from 


the "old conception of government as 
merely a defensive and policing agency; 
and regulative, corrective, or equalis- 
ing legislation, which apparently Is of 
a special narure. Is often of the most 
general beneficial consequences. Even 
the First Congress passed a tariff act 
that was avowedly for the protection 
of manufacturers: but a protective 
tariff always has been defended as a 
means of promoting the general good 
through a particular approach: and 
the statute books are filled with acts 
for the benefit of shipping, commerce, 
and labor.
